Seed Drill Survey 


Room Wor Improvement In the 
Preparation Of Grain Tor 
Seed Purposes 

Results of the seed drill 
made in Saskatchowan this year, and 
issued recently by Hon. C, M. Hamil- 
ton, provincial minister cf agricul- 
ture, show that out of cach ten sam- 
ples of wheat examined three graded 
No. 1, four graded No.-2 and three 
graded réjected.

Not Affected By Exports 
Milch Cows In Caanda Increased By 
55,000 In Year 

There were 55,000 moreanilch cows 
and 54,000 more other catile on 
Cenadian farms when a survey was 
made in June of this year than there 


were in the previous June, according 
to the bureau of statistics, Move- 


ments are going on steadily to the} 


States, but the figures show that 
breeding is keeping fully apace. 

Last June there were 3,894,311 
milch cows, compared with 3,831191 
a year before, while there were 5,277,- 
927 other cattle compared with 4,- 
731,688 in June, 1926, Horses inercas- 
ed by 23,000, sheep by 120,000, and 
swine by 340,000. 

The main decrease in milch cattle 
was in Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
The former declined by 30,000 bead 
of milk yearlings, but increasing 24,- 
000 in milch cows, while Alberta had 
26,000 fewer cows and 44,000 milk 
yearlings. Ranch cattle, however, in- 
creased 158,000 in Alberta.

Time was 
when men of quality made betting 
their most serious occupation. - The 
custom of ‘pitting’ or backing cone 
man to outlive another became so 
| prevalent in Britain that in 1774 a 
Gambling Act was passed by Parlia- 
ment prohibiting insurance except 
| when there was an insurable interest. 
The preamble of this act is to the ef- 
| fect that, ‘whereas it hath been found 
by experience that the making of in- 
surance on lives and other events 
wherein the assured shall have no in- 
terest, hath introduced a mischiev- 
| ous kind of gambling, it is necessary 
|to draw a distinction between a con- 
tract of life insurance and a wager.” 
The common passion for gambling
